C. H. French, Head of Auto¬ 
mobile Club, Points Out 
Dangers to Car Owners 


Dangers of carbon monoxide gas 
from car exhausts Increase greatly 
during the Winter months and mo¬ 
ists should be constantly on 
guard against this type of poison¬ 
ing, according to C. H. French, 
president of the Victoria Automo¬ 
bile Chib. 

"Particular caution should be ex¬ 
cised In small garages.’’ Mr. 
French said. "If the motor Is left 
running with the garage doom 
closed, a lethal amount of gas may 
be absorbed within a very few min¬ 
utes. 

"Motorists also should avoid driv¬ 
ing their cars for any great dis¬ 
tance with all the windows tightly 
closed as small amounts of gas may 
leak through the floorboards. A 
recent survey showed that more 
than 60 per cent of all can had at 
least a measurable portion of car¬ 
bon monoxide in the passenger oom- 1 
partments. while approximately 7 
per oent had quantities sufficient 
to cause collapse and death tf In¬ 
haled for a sufficiently long time. 

"Even If not bringing about ac¬ 
tual collapse, inhalation of even 
minor amounts of gas can cause 
headaches, dlxxlnes*. drowsiness and 
other symptoms that rob the mo¬ 
torist of complete driving efficiency. 

It Is more than likely that many of 
the accidents caused by driven fall¬ 
ing asleep at the wheel could be 
charged to the account of this gas 
“In preparing the car for Win¬ 
ter. the motorist would do well to 2»i 
have the muffler and muffler con¬ 
nections checked for leaks and he 
should keep at least one window of 
the car partly open at all times.”

FRIENDSHIP 


The late Rev. E. D. McLaren, D.D., who died on 
Friday night In Vancouver, had been Intimately 
Identified with this Province for nearly half a 
century. Churchman, chaplain, educationist and 
citizen, he made a deep Impression upon the 
higher life of the community apd played an lm 
portant part In laying worthy foundations for 
good living on the Coast. For fifteen years he was 
minister of the strategic 8t. Andrew's Church In 
Vancouver, to which he went . In 1817, and later 
superintendent ot home missions In British Co¬ 
lumbia and Alberta, Dr. McLaren was an honored 
leader In the Presbyterian denomination. His 
ministry among th* soldiers during the war and 
as hospital chaplain was very acceptable. He was 
of well-balanced character and gracious dlsposl 
tlon, both sincere and kind, and at once a devote 
Christian and a great human. He made contacts 
easily and held hla friendships. Indefatigable tor 
the general good, he was a valued cltlzen-at-large 
He continued actively engaged well Into hla 
eighth decade and rounded out In a serene old 
age a hlghly-lnsplratlonal Christian career.

• greatest things In life." He admitted at the same 
' time that In our modern civilization It is often 

very difficult to keep In touch with friends, and 
; the probable cause of this Is the cares and dls- 
■ tractions of life, particularly In the cities. The 
'philosophy of the ancients on the subject of 
friendship was that if prosperity made friends, 
j.adverslty proved them, and, if that conception is 
right. It Is In the nature of a paradox that friend¬ 
ships are not as strong and enduring today 
'.as they were In the olden times. No period of 
ihlstory has ever known greater prosperity and 
'greeter adversity. It may. therefore, be consid¬ 
ered strange that there Is not os much of that 
"yellow gold tried In fire” to which Ovid likened 
the faith of true friendship. 

Friendship In Its uttermost Is the true wedding 
of two minds; It Is so real as to be not of time but 
of eternity, for It entertains the idea of a resump¬ 
tion of the Intimacy beyond the grave. It Implies 
the link of a common faith between two persons 
and la one of those rarer virtues which brings to 
fruition in Its practice such attributes as forgive¬ 
ness. sympathy, patience and gentleness. True 
friendship Is very much akin to love, and it may 
In aome respects prove more enduring, for It has 
what love sometimes misses, namely respect and 
even admiration. Sometimes friendship brings 
out qualities that are never evoked by what Is 
considered a deeper passion. Those are the 
qualities that are easily forgotten In the rush of 
life, and yet they are what make life well worth 
living, such as humility, purity, forgiveness, pa¬ 
tience and sympathy. It Is In the display ol these 
that friendship Is tested. 

There ere many conceptions about friendship. 

There Is the definition that e friend Is a second 
•elf; that e friend should bear a friend's Infirmi¬ 
ties, that friendship Is a sheltering tree, that all 
things are In common with friends, that they are 
bound by similarity of studies and disposition, 
that a faithful friend Is the medicine of life, that 
generous friendship knows no cold medium, and 
that he who does his duty as a friend deserves no 
praise but Is merely free from blame. There can 
be no doubt that the lives of Individuals are forti¬ 
fied by friendship, and the pity la that thla rela¬ 
tionship should be so rare. There are too few peo¬ 
ple tti the world who regard the troubles of others 
as their own. Moreover, moral qualities of man¬ 
kind would be improved by better observance of 
the law of friendship, for, as Horace wrote, a 
condition of th^tjaw is that we neither ask any¬ 
thing dishonorable nor do anything dishonorable 
when asked. 

There Is an aspect of friendship described by 
Henry Fielding to which all cannot subscribe. It 
was hla Idea that In this relationship men of true 
wisdom and goodness are content to take things 
as they are without complaining of their imper¬ 
fections or attempting to amend them. Such 
Individuals, he believed, could see a fault In a 
friend wtthout ever mentioning It to the party 
In question, and yet there would be no loss of 
affection. Speaking of his own friends he de¬ 
clared that he knew none of them wtthout a 
fault. For such forgiveness Is given and demanded 
In turn, and this forgiveness is bestowed without 
desire of amendment Fielding regarded Jt as a 
mark of folly to attempt to correct the natural 1 
Infirmities of those we love. No matter how fine! 
may be the composition of human nature, It may 
have a flaw, and perhaps one that Is Incurable. 1 fair!

Those stories must be appropos 
of something, and we believe they 
are applicable to more than one 
political situation In Canada. But 
we shall apply them for the present 
to the political situation In the unco 
guid province of Ontario. That 
province had a strong man. but he 
has been lost—we tryst only tern' 
porarlly—through an unfortunate 
chain of circumstances. The specific 
circumstance Is 111 health, which 
everybody must deplore. 

• • • 

The capital of Ontario has 
castle, which is the residence of the 
Lieutenant-Governor. Premier Hep- 
bum. when he was In good health, 
used to mount his political Ros¬ 
in ante and tilt vigorously at Chor- 
ley Castle. During the election 
campaign preceding his election the 
Premier had solemnly sworn that he 
would abolish the Lieutenant-Gov¬ 
ernorship. and probably reasoned 
that If he could reduce the citadel 
of aristocracy he would have lev¬ 
ied a telling blow on behalf of that 
form of democracy which is the 
ideal and objective on his one-time 
colleague, Rt. Hon. William Lyon 
Mackenzie King. But the. castle 
withstood the assaults of ancient 
artillery and the Lieutenant-Gov¬ 
ernor still reigns or rules In his 
aristocratic stronghold. 

• • • 

We hope the champion will be 
both seen and heard some more, for 
another crisis has developed In,On¬ 
tario and his Government needs 
him. A new Oovemor-General— 
you may have heard of him (Lord 
Tweedsmuir)— has arrived In Can¬ 
ada and Is discharging the duties of 
his high office. Everywhere he has 
gone His Excellency has been re¬ 
ceived by the common people with 
something approaching enthusiasm. 
He has been received and enter¬ 
tained at Government Houses wher¬ 
ever he has gone. Lately he arrived 
in Toronto and was the guest, of 
Lieutenant-Governor Ross at his 
provincial residence. 

• • • 

Following the customary official 
procedure. Lord Tweedsmuir an¬ 
nounced that he would hold a recep¬ 
tion. Remembering the attitude of 
the Premier towards the representa¬ 
tive of the Crown in Ontario, the 
members of the Hepburn Govern¬ 
ment were either in a quandary or 
Impaled on the horns of a dilemma. 
If they performed a simple act of 
courtesy and attended the reception, 
they might incur the censure of 
their big chief. Mr. Nixon, the Act¬ 
ing Premier, first said he wouldn't, 
but there was suoh a clamor In the 
newspapers (including the Liberal 
newspaper*) that then he said he 
would—and finally he did, attended 
by some of hla ministers. That Is 
what might be called a tempest In 
the social and political teapot.

“The campaign conducted by Mr

ROME. Nov. 30—Italy's Cabi¬ 
net rushed through measures to 
strengthen the nation's war machine 
today. It took but two and one- 
half hours for the Cabinet, domi¬ 
nated by Premier Mussolini, to ap¬ 
prove eighty-eight defence, eco¬ 
nomic and financial decrees. Mem¬ 
bership in the Supreme Council of 
Defence was enlarged to Include 
many new officials. 

FOR OIL REFINERY 

An appropriation of 70.000.000 lire 
<about $5,600,000) was made to set 
up a refinery tor crude oil. It will 
be turned over to a company which 
haa been developing oil production 
in Albania, the Azlnda Italianl 
Petroll. 

A measure wa* approved requiring 
all men under thirty-two to enroll 
in the National Shooting Society 
after they have been released from 
compulsory military training. 

The Cabinet adopted twenty-two 
decrees smoothing off spots in ex¬ 
isting financial regulation*. Includ¬ 
ing one to save paper by halving the 
supplies of taxed sheets for legal 
use. 

Other measures Included: Exten¬ 
sion of laws against publication of 
military Information, designed to 
make secret the activities of fac¬ 
tories engaged In making war ma¬ 
terials or experimenting with new 
military devices; extension of credit 
for .speeding up gold mining in Eri¬ 
trea: approval of a conc ess ion for 
the establishment of a cement fac¬ 
tory in Eritrea.

When the brows are 
plucked, the pores In the skin open, 
and If the tweesera are not perfectly 
clean, germs may enter these pores 
and cause blemishes and eruptions. 
The sterilizing process is, after all, 
a simple matter. Even boiling water 
will do the trick.

In the second place, the plucking 
Itself should be done carefully. Be¬ 
fore the eyebrow tweeting is started, 
a generous coating of cold cream or 
vaseline should be smoothed over 
each brow and permitted to remain 
on for a while. This will soften the 
brows and the surrounding skin. 
Then the brow* should be brushed 
Into shape with a small eyebrow 
brush, and the plucking itself done. 
After the tweezlng and shaping have 
been completed, all remaining cream 
should be removed, and witch hasel 
or a soothing astringent should be 
applied in order to close the pores, to 
eliminate any possible germ tnfec 
tlon. and to tone up the skin sur¬ 
rounding the eyebrows. When tweet¬ 
ing your brows, slwsys do the thing 
skillfully and carefully. For only

"FOr long life it la necessary to 
come from long-lived parents, pref¬ 
erably of the middle classes and lo¬ 
cated in the country rather than In 
the city." 

"Living to a good old age Is an Art 
aa well as a science. The art eon 
slats in adapting oneself to one s 
surroundings and circumstances, 
and keeping the laws of hygiene 
that one knows apply to oneself, 
and one s needs." 

"The mental outlook is as impor¬ 
tant as the physlclal aspect of living; 
it Is desirable to cultivate calmness, 
contentment and optimism. All 
disturbing passions such as anger, 
envy and Jealousy should be 
avoided." 

"Diet Is Important. Authorities 
agree that the amount of food 
should be cut down In old age. 
Nevertheless sticking closely to 
strict rules of diet is not desirable 
since It may become a fad that rules 
thejife."

To this 
day a few hundred cedars still stand on Mount Lebanon, about twelve 
of which are extremely old. 

Thus, in building the temple King Solomon chose the wood of greateat 
utility which, even at that early date, was a symbol of ’eternity. And, 
half way round the world the British Columbian Indians of Solomon** 
time were constructing lodges of Red Cvedar because, as told in their 
legends, “it is the wood everlasting**. 

* *ln scriptural symbology the cedar tree, says 
Wemyss, (Symb . lang. Scrip.) was the 
symbol of eternity beceuse its substance 
never decays or rots.

Indians harvest the natural crop, 
but David Page, one of the pion¬ 
eer* of the Island, started cultiva¬ 
tion of the beds approximately half 
a century ago. 

About thirty years ago others be¬ 
came interested.. They invested 
their money in-lab**, bed cultiva¬ 
tion and the various activities in¬ 
cidental to the industry. Oyster 
cultivation is in reality a species of 
farming, rather than fishing. It 
Is recognized to be such, inasmuch 
as the Department of Fisheries does 
not have control of oyster beds, but 
the Department of Lands. Nature 
had designed the beds; Nature had 
planted the beds—and to this day 
Nature has received no aid or as¬ 
sistance from the Provincial Gov¬ 
ernment in her work. In other 
words—the Ladysmith oyster beds 
represent no large outlay cf Pro¬ 
vincial funds. 

MAINLAND BEDS 

After the cultivation of oysters 
was under way at Ladysmith, in¬ 
terests on the Mainland decided that 
here was an Island industry that 
should be prevented from getting 
Its wares in the Vancouver mar¬ 
ket. Some five hundred 'acrea of 
potential beds were laid out' at 
Crescent and Boundary Bay. Gov-

ries of articles. There are count¬ 
less others that show how it has 
been consistently planned to pre¬ 
vent Vancouver Island advancing 
within the Province; how tariffs ex¬ 
ist in British Columbia to keep Is¬ 
land products out of Mainland mar¬ 
kets, and how the gifts of Nature 
are turned to account for Mainland 
interests. 

INDUSTRY PENALIZED 

There Is one natural Industry on 
Vancouver Island that ihay possibly 
illustrate these various forms of ob¬ 
struction and discriminatory prac¬ 
tices better than others. It is the 
oyster cultivating industry. 

Natural oyster beds existed at 
Lad vomit h. The fact gave the fine 
harbor Its name. Oyster Harbor 
Li a Dominion Harbor, as are other 
waters of the Coast, but long ago 
the Federal Government—for some 
reason—gave the Province the over¬ 
sight of oyster culture. 

Oysters were .gathered at Oyster 
Harbor before there was a Provin-

In other 
word*, the Provincial Government 
sets itself up to overcome Nature 
for the advantage of the Mainland 
PROHIBITIVE TARIFF 
Those engaged, in th* industry, 
point out that higher transportation 
rates to the Vancouver market pro¬ 
vide a measure of protection for the 
Mainland oyster shippers. This, to¬ 
gether with the discrimination In 
the matter of lease charges and 
taxes, makes a total of approxi¬ 
mately 1233 per sack advantage to 
the producers on the Mainland. 

In other localities on the Island, 
other than the established beds at 
Ladysmith, where cultivation must 
be intensively conducted, new leas's 
are given for the first five years at 
II per acre. But as soon as th* 
beds are well established, the lease 
rental Jumps, to »5 per acre. New 
leases on the Mainland start at II 
—and remain at that figure 
throughout.

OTTAWA. Nov. 30 Delegate 
to the Trans-Atlantic Airway con¬

Major Development 

T HE lumbering Industry has, for many 
years, occupied a major place in the 
development of British Columbia.

It has seen its rich years 
and its poor ones, but it has maintained 
a fairly even balance in the last twenty- 
five years. 

For that the logging industry must 
thank nature—and a generous nature at 
that. 

Last Summer I had an opportunity of 
seeing one or two operations on the Island 
and was gratified to see the Interest being 
shown in the art of conservation measured 
by the rule of clean logging There was a 
third operation, however, that bore all 
the marks of gross carelessness.

Early Experience 

fR MAYO came to Canada in 1*07. 
direct from- Indio. He came first to 
British Columbia, and then went to the 
United States to work for two dollars a 
day as a tallyman on the Southern Pacific 
Railway construction. Mr 1 . Mayo returned 
to British Columbia in 1909 and did odd 
Jobs until 1*15. when he started out on his 
own as the lessee of a mill at Chilliwack, 
turning out 40.000 feet a day of board and 
squared timbers. After operating there 
for some time he went to Ladner, where 
he purchased a sawmill on the Orest 


ure per day. 

The mill was destroyed by fire in 1920. 
but was rebuilt and operating within 
ninety days, and this was considered a 
record for mill construction. The mill 
worked continuously until Christmas Day 
of 1934, when fire wiped out the plant dur¬ 
ing the heavy wind storm. Work of recon¬ 
struction began in June of this year, and 
the mill waa again turned over and com¬ 
menced cutting last week, with an output 
of approximately 80,000 feet board meas¬ 
ure. The mill and timber operations pro¬ 
vide work for about 200 men. with a pay- 
.rcll averaging glg.000 a month 

The products are shipped to the United 
Kingdom and the Orient, going from the 
mill over the E. 8c N. Railway to Chemai- 
nus and to Vancouver. The mill operates 
from a timber limit in the Seymour dis¬ 
trict comprising some 2.000 acres and 
sufficient to keep the plant going fbr an¬ 
other seven years. 

The Modern Mill 

T HE Mayo plant la practically all elec¬ 
tric. Five boilers are used lor produc¬ 
ing steam for the turbine generators and

the carriage. The company also operates 
Hi own railway line from the logging oper¬ 
ations to the mill, and logs are brought 
down on fiat cars and unloaded at the 
mill The company also operates its own 
townuta. i nc l u di ng school and stores and 
living accommodation for the workmen 
The company owns and equips ths school 


building, the two teachers being supplied 
by the Provincial Department of Educa¬ 
tion. Homes are equipped with electric 
lighting facilities supplied by the com¬ 
pany. 

The present plant cost approximately 
$128,000, some of the equipment being 
purchased from the Morden mine arid mill 
machinery from the old 8idncy mill. All 
equipment was transported by truck and 
■set up at the plant. 

The plant is now one of the most mod¬ 
ern on Vancouver Island. The company 
ti particularly careful with its logging 
operations, and for years has taken a 
pride In clean cutting and. wherever pos¬ 
sible, making provisions for reforestation. 
LUtc^all sawmills in various parts of the 
province, fire hazards are great. It la not 
so long ago that the mill at Kapoor was 
burned Irom a bush fire that got out of 
control. That plant was rebuilt and re- 
eriutpped and is operating at cajmclty. 

Mr. Mayo says he has traveled consid¬ 
erably since coming to British Columbia, 
and haa made one trip back to hla native 
land. He knows of no other place on the 
North American Continent that offers 
such advantages as Vancouver Island He 
told me that he could vision in a few years’ 
time the upbuilding of Vancouver Island 
to one of the busiest places on the Pacific 
Coast. He believes that a studied plan of 
development should be instituted, and 
finds much of value in the New Deal pro¬ 
posals that are being advanced. From a 
tourist standpoint he believes Vancouver 
Island has only Just touched the fringe of 
the possibilities in tourist traffic. Where, 
he says, would you find a mountainous 
couhtry where the snow-capped pefks 
grelt the vtaltor? They lift themselves out 
of the landscape like a bather out of the 
surf. He says the visitor should find much 
pleasure in touring the Island by highway, 
whether in their own cars or by bus 
"There is really nothing quite like Van¬ 
couver Island, no matter where you may 
go." he says. 

Mm's lest Friend 

T HE Ire* has always been one of man s 
best friends. From the beginning it 
supplied him with food, shelter and. moat 
of all, with wood. Of wood primitive man

Every century added to its uses of it man 
made tables, seats and beds: hla flute and 
violin. With wood he bridged streams 
and chasms, with wood he guarded his 
house and his fields. And now. fit this 
twentieth century wood supplies wings for 
his airplane bird As a matter of count 
there are fifteen hundred different forma 


In which wood is worked up lor llic use 
of man. 

This refers to raw wood only. But with 
the beginning of the treatment of the 
natural wood by chemical processes, some 
fifty years ago, came an immense expan¬ 
sion of Its usefulness. The reduction of 
the tree of the forest to a pulp and then 
to a cellulose composition and the extrac¬ 
tion of Its various oils and resins has mul¬ 
tiplied its benefits a thousandfold. At 
every turn, to use a popular superstitious 
term, wc "touch wood," and that often 
without knowing It. 

The reader is touching wood now. The 
paper Intjjiu hand and part of the ink are 
made out of wood. Step Into the kitchen; 
the linoleum on the floor is made of wood 
flour coated in on on a canvas base: Turn 
on the electric light; the black electric 
insulator, bakelitc by name, is made of 
wood. Sit down to write, and your fingers 
embrace a fountain pen that is made of 
wood. 

Wood js a Food 

W OOD, too, Is a food. To cat chips 
would be tough chewing, but chem¬ 
ists have produced, by the hydrolysis of 
wood, cellulose of a certain species, a car- 
behydrated mixture which cattle, at any 
rate, like and on which they thrive, and 
which has been found efficient In giving 
beef and butter fat. In the process of 
hydrolysis for the making of ethyl (grain i 
alcohol, about 28 to 30 pe,r cent of sugar 
results.

In the effort io improve the 
production of carbon filaments for Incan¬

’’artificial silk " There were technical dif¬ 
ficulties In his method which brought the 
cost higher than real ailk. It was the in¬ 
vention of the Tophamspinner in I9C0 
which has made the wood factory of the 
Western world rival of the silk worm of 
the Orient. 

The process, to put It simply. Is that ths 
wood cellulose made of spruce, la brought to 
a vlseeus condition, like Jello or mucilage, 
ard then pressed through fine orflees to 
come out as threads. The spruce, as a suc¬ 
cessful rival of the silk worm, was shown as 
early as 1*27, in which year there was three, 
times as much artificial silk as natural.

It all came about through thf finding of a 
loa&il cone at Sooke some years ago. The 
isised beach on which Mr Kohout s camp at 
WhlfBn Spu la situated ra&u on a foundation 
of sandstone and conglomerate which for some 
distance forms the lower part of the cliff and 
even extends seaward as the exposed floor of 
ihe beach. The presence of fossil fragments 
of wood led to the making of a boring for coal 
here some sixty years ago. as unsuccessful as 
the later prospecting for oil in the .same for¬ 
mation. Fossil wood occurs even more abun¬ 
dantly at the northwest corner of Sooke Basin, 
along the shores of the land-tied O oodr ld ge 
Island. A little north of the road running 
down to the Basin I had found, about eight 
years ago, a cross-section of a cone, and this 
find led me to make a close search of the 
Whiflln 8pit sandstone for similar material. I 
was rewarded by the discovery of very good 
specimens of what I Judged to be. by their 
outline, spruce cones, though longer and nar¬ 
rower than any species I knew of. They were 
all found within a comparatively small area 
and more or less In groups, as if wished to¬ 
gether on the sandy bottom of the sea.

Securev Specimens 

T HE discovery was communicated to Dr 
Chaney', of the University of California, 
and in 1029 he visited the Whlffln Spit locality 
and got more specimens. At the beginning of 
this month Dr. Chaney sent me a copy of a 
brief monograph in which the oones are defi¬ 
nitely assigned to the genus Plcea or spruce, 
and the parent tree Is given the name of Plcea 
Sooken&ls. and Is thus added as a new species 
to the records of palaeobotany, or the botany 
of fossil plants. The most Interesting thing 
about the monograph, from the point of view 
of technique at least. Is the manner In which 
the author. Mr. R 8. LaMotte. solved the prob¬ 
lem of the narrow length of the cones. 

The trunks and branches of trees may. as we 
all know, b$ carried to great distances by the 
waters of the sea. Timber from milder coun¬ 
tries is washed up on the shores of Arctic lands 
and islands like Spitsbergen, “worn and 
strip! of bark but suffering little from the 
journey: logs of fifty to sixty feet are often 
found.'* Consequently the existence of fossil 
wood does not necessarily mean that the trees 
from which It was derived flourished In that 
vicinity. Leaves, cones snd seeds are in a dif¬ 
ferent category, since they are naturally un¬ 
fitted for floating long distances except under 
very exceptional circumstances. Now Mr 
LaMotte found, by experiment, that a cone of 
our local Sitka spruce becomes waterlogged, in 
sea water <and will therefore sink) In twenty- 
four hours. But in making this experiment he 
also discovered that the spruce cone becomes 
BV. once longrr and narrower in form, the cen¬ 
tral axis extending and the scales dosing in. 
An average Bitka spruce cone two and three- 
fifths Inches long and-an Inch and three-fifths 
wide when open becomes on an average, when 
waterlogged, three and two-fifths Inches long 
and three-fifths of an.Inch In diameter. A 
.specimen of a fossil cone In my possession Is 
five and a half Inches long and three-quarters 
of an Inch wide, while the fossil one Illustrated 
by Mr. LaMotte la only four and a half inches 
long by four-fifths of an Inch. The original of 
mlpe must, therefore, hare been four and a 
half Inches long, or half an Inch longer than 
an- “unusually large cone" from Humboldt 
County. California, figured on the same sheet. 
1 may add that the present-day weeping 
fprpee. or Brewers spruce, of California has 
longer cones than our Sitka one. but the scales 
are quite different in shape. The scales of the 
fossil cones are thin and fringed, like those of 
the Sitka cones. 


Plant Remains 

.TffOWgym 1 1 uv^Hwtton to the Sorter 
rl plants the finding of gingko fossil re¬ 
mains is an Interesting possibility, the empha¬ 
sis should rather be put on the significance of 
the spruce cooes— Here weluve. In the sandy 
sediments laid down along and close to the 
mid-Tertiary shoreline an assemblage of plant 
remains entirely different from anything we 
have here today. We have. Indeed, spruces In 
abundance, but although we may find alder 
and willow associated with them and other 
coniferous trees, we shall look in vain for the 
magnolia and the cinnamon, to say nothing of 
the oak. the beech and the hornbeam The 
spruce is a tree of moist, coot soil and air; (he 
cinnamon and magnolia belong to sub¬ 
tropical and warm temperate regions: while 
the oak. the hornbeam and the beech a re all 
found exending into such regions, the oak be¬ 
coming more numerous In Its species in the 
warm temperate regions, as for example In the 
United 8tates, where some fifty species are 
known, sixteen of them on the Pacific Coast, 
including our local Oarry oak 
Mr. LaMotte finds such an association fairly 
common In past geological periods, particu¬ 
larly In the Cretaceous and the first half of 
the Tertiary. Thus the Upper Cretaceous of 
our own Island shows an association of fan- 
palms with broad-leaved trees like the maple 
and the poplajf and conifers like the sequoia 
From Bering Strait south, fossil floras of Ter¬ 
tiary age up to the Miocene are found as far 
as Bridge Creek In Central Oregon, and all 
agree In showing a similar association of plant 
types and witnessing to a warm temperate cli¬ 
mate. but this climate lg shown by them to 
have been moving slowly south. Thus In 
Eocene times It was the climate of .Pacific 
Alaska; In the Oligocene. the succeeding 
lime-division, it had reached Central British 
Columbia, and at its close the Sooke region 
was obviously under its influence; by the Ut¬ 
ter part of the Miocene it was the climate of 
Oregon. During this southward migration of 
climatic conditions the consequent pUnt asso¬ 
ciation moved with It, until today we have it 
in the lowlands of California. Best of all. 
however, according to Mr. LaMotte, It is to be 
found in the highUnds of OuatemaU, where, 
at a height of approximately 7,000 feet, similar 
conditions and forest exist now. Tims L. E

Monsoon Forests 

*-pHI8 suggests a comparison with the hill 
1 forests of Bums. Below are the monsoon 
forests, the majority of whose members cannot 
reproduce themselves If there Is even a slight 
froat; then comes, at 3.000 feet, the "temperate 
evergreen rain-forest, consisting of oaks, chest¬ 
nuts. magnolias, laurels, etc," the pine forest 
beginning at 4.000 feet. In Assam the lower 
tropical forest is succeeded by magnolia, maple, 
members of the plum and apple families, rho¬ 


dodendron. alder, beech, snd oak of several 
species, followed at 4.000 feet or over by the 
pine forest. Tills recalls the Guatemalan 
seene. and. above the 3,000-foot level, the mid- 
Tertiary aspect of Vancouver Island, as shown 
in the Sooke plant assemblage.

The play was written for publication at the 
Canterbury Festival. June. 2936 Mr. Eliot has 
admirably brought to a maturity his long ex¬ 
perimenting for a dramatic style, the chief 
merit of which lie* in his writing for a chorus. 


“Mary. Queen of Scotland and of the Isles."' 

by Stefan Zwelg A psychological Interpreta¬ 
tion of the life of Mary Stuart. This Is a 
popular biography for the general reader, and 
for this reason tt is the more gratifying that 
tt should turn out to be at once the most read¬ 
able and the most reliable of the lives of the 
Scottish queen that have so far been written. 
It Is a regimenting of all the actual evidence 
about the most legendary of modem queens, 
and a modern argument froth that evidence Is 
evolved in order to give one her real character.

The title story is a series of vignettes 
of famous soldiers, sailors, aviators, etc . who 
had * charmed lives" “Modem Jonah" casts 
a scientific aspect upon the Biblical story of 
Jonah. “Primitive Msn” tells of various men 
who managed to exist in the most primitive 
conditions, and of one man in particular whose 
story ends with a decidedly ironical twist.

Theory of Climate 

IT is. of course, not poembir to found any 
X theory of climate on the existence of 
Cornwalllu* off these shores in Tertiary times, 
for with the example of Btelier * sea-cow- before 
us It is quite evident that animals related to 
the tender manatee might quite easily survive 
and attain great size under quite cool condi¬ 
tions. though it must be remembered thst the 
abode of 8teller's sea-cow would be wormed by 
the Japanese Drift. 

I can imagine someone asking how. from an 
ajaemblage of less than a dozen iflanOrtfUT” 
climate of the locality in which they grew can 
be Inferred wljb any degrre of correctness. It 
u a very reasonable question, and may be. 
answered thus: "All plants depend for their 
existence on temperature, light, moisture, soil, 
and the same is true both of all the plant* of a 
given species and of all the species that make 
up a particular community. The plants of a 
meadow, a hillside, a lake margm. a forest 
floor, or a mountain summit are In each occur¬ 
rence communities defined with sufficient 
clearness to enable one to say, on seeing a 
group of them, even In the isolation of a 
herbarium collection, in what particular kind 
of environment they have lived This varies, 
of course, with latitude on the one hand and 
with altitude on the other, both latitude and 
altitude expressing, the first horizontally, the 
second vertically, primarily a range of tem¬ 
perature, but also of moisture, soil and light 

In addition, as Messrs. Tans ley and Chipp 
point out in their "Alma and Methods in the 
Study of Vegetation.'' the presence of a com¬ 
munity of plants “of particular genera and 
species , . . indicates a particular geo¬ 

graphical region of the world as well as spe¬ 
cific climatic and soil conditions, for the range 
of particular species i* in general much more 
limited geographically than is the type of cli¬ 
mate and soil in which they can flourish. Thus 
we have the common beech-sessile oak associa¬ 
tion in C entra l and Western Eurojie the 
American beech-sugar ms pie assonattnn to 
Eastern North America. Tlie climate of these 
two regions to sufficiently similar to have es¬ 
sentially the same vegetation type-deciduous 
Summer forest—but these consist of different 
dominating and subordinate species, though 
many of them belong to the same genera ' 

Allowing for this, the plant associations 
found tn a given area ore a valuable key to 
the temperature conditions, the degree and 
distribution of rainfall, and the character of 
the soil. Traveling through the country and 
especially in unfamiliar district*, it Is passible 
from the window of car or railway coach to 
get a fair idea of the climate and soil from the 
character of the vegetation seen, and this is 
true to some degree even when the. plants ora . 
more or less strange to one Of course, the 
idea would be necessarily sketchy, but none 
the less valuable, and certainly interesting to 
the observer, as I know from experience.

I THINK one may safely say, then, that Mr. 

L*MOlt**s conclusions at to the mid-Ter¬ 
tiary climat* of this part of the world are 
tolerably correct. We can pieture a land sur¬ 
face considerably higher than the present one, 
for by Upper Oligocene times a great thickness 
of volcanic rock had been removed, laying bare 
the gabbro rocks, to be covered again with 
sediment* laid down by rivers passing into the 
sea The shoreline was rough and precipitous, 
as is evident from the huge masse* of basalt 
found imbedded in the sediments. Beautiful 
forests of deciduous and evergreen trees rose 
up the hillsides to the coniferous forests.

Ventriloquist Birds 

A MONO all the accomplishments of the 
feathered tribes their art of veirlloquy 
is most amazing. Numerous birds have learned 
the trick of making their voices heard from a 
different part of the forest than they are In. 

In the South the chief ventriloquists are the 
rain crows. They use their powers to good 
purpose. Whenever anyone approaches their 
nests they make their voices ring out. The 
hoarse croak mgs appear to be coming from the 
opposite direction and lead the curioua one 
away. The nest is safeguarded. 

The corncrake Is another specialist at this 
game of leading away unwanted visitors. 
Should anyone come too close he causes a 
"crake, crake, crake" to be heard from an en¬ 
tirely different place. The noise rises and falls 
and echoes through the woods. 

Perhaps the ablest of all the ventriloquists 
amongst the birds is the mockingbird. The 
imitations of other birds and of many different 
sounds is only comparable with its ability to 
throw its voice. It can make its voice ring 
from any comer of the room that it may be In, 
or, if In the forest. It can make the trees re¬ 
sound with calls of birds that come from all 
about. 

The bell-bird of South America has well 
earned its name. It produces a bell-like sound 
that can be heard for great distances. At regu¬ 
lar intervals the bird reproduces the clear 
ringing of the bell. Distant tinkles of a bell 
may be produced by a bird that Is standing 
above ones head hidden by the protective 
branches. 

It is said that none of these birds could be 
made to perform upon a stage. They could, 
especially the mockingbird, excel the best per¬ 
formers of the art of ventriloquy —Morris Sal- 
kind.

Edith Nesbit, Children's 
Story Teller 

By VERNON TIMBERLEY 

I N 1928 The Junior Literary Guild of America 
selected as one of its books "The BasUble 
Children," by E. Nesblt. This was a collection 
of stories from earlier books about this family. 
The first book about these children was pub¬ 
lished In 1899. ‘The Story of the Treasure 
8eekers." These stories first appeared In The 
Pall Mall Oazette and The Windsor Magazine. 
The book was an immediate success. Miss 
Edith Nesbit had then been writing senti¬ 
mental love stories, tales of horror, dialect 
stories and poems for thirteen years. "The 
Wouldbegoods" followed in 1901 and "The New 
Treasure Seekers" tfi 1904. • 

In the meantime Mis* Nesblt began a new 
series of tales in The Strand Magazine. These 
children, Cyril. Robert. Anthea, Jane and The 
Lamb, became very popular, and the author 
filled three booka with their adventures: "Five 
Children and It," "The Phoenix and the Car¬ 
pet" and "The Story of the Amulet." These 
booka appeared between 1902 and 1900. In 
1930 they were collected and published under 
the title of "The Fire Children." 

A later edition of E Nesbit * books says in 
one of her prefaces: "No such curious and 
unheard-of fairies had ever been portrayed 
before in contrast with s family of hearty Eng¬ 
lish children. Each of the supernatural char¬ 
acters has its own vivid, convincing personality. 
The traditional fairy queen, gracefully waving 
her wand and uttering noble sentiments in a 
silvery voice, is a pale, meaningless cipher to 
those who hsve known the cantankerous 
Psammead, the lovable but outrageously con¬ 
ceited Phoenix, and the Mould!warp who talks 
dialect." 

As a child Edith Nesbit was a great tomboy, 
and the youngest of six children. Her father 
ran a large agricultural college in London. 
Her father died suddenly and her mother tried 
to keep the college going for a time, but gave 
it up in 1867. At that time Edith was nine, 
and Mrs. Nesbit took the children to the Coo- 
tinent, where they stayed /or three or four 
years. Edith married, when she was twenty- 
one, Hubert Bland, a 8oclaUst writer who later 
became a famous Journalist. They had fire 
children, three boys and two girls. Far a long 
time after her marriage Miss Nesbit endured a 
life of drudgery. It was not until she wrote 


and was forced to raise and aeil vegetables and 
flowers and take in paying guests in order to 

earn a firing. The British Government awarded 
her a civil pension of sixty pounds a year in 
recognition of her services to literature in 1915. 
She married again in 1917 and died in 1*24 
A posthumous collection of short stories ap¬ 
peared in 192S under the title of "Five of Us— 
and Madeline.’* 


recollect any place I was ever at but had some 
disagreeable quality or other attending It; and 
1 do think that Dusky Bay. for a set of hungry 
fellows after a long passage at sea. is as good 
as any place I've ever yet met with." 

When he succeeded Captain Cook, and the 
natives of the Sandwich Islands continued to 
steal, he was advised by their chiefs to kill 
the offenders.

They were laughed 
at by the sailors and by their own people. The 
thefts ceased. . 

Clerke was still young enough to share the 
fun. Bui there hard work to be done. 
Captain Cook had been commissioned to find 
a passage to the Atlantic by way of the Arctic 
Ocean, and Captain Clerke sailed north. 

He became ill, and steered his course for 
Asia. The Russians did all they could for him 
and his crew, but the fine seaman waa forced 
to give up his quest and was buried in Kam- 
schrka, the Russian garrison doing honor to 
tiie brave, merry-hearted Englishman, who 
finished his last voyage when he was only 
thirty-eight.

8oclety. It was founded.only a year ago. 
but it has done a wonderful work. Itfhad the 
help of the London Oardeni Society, forty 
years old. which supplied seeds and even earth 
to those who wanted to make a garden. 

It is not easy for any of us in Canada to 
imagine a crowded city. London lias many 
lovely parks, but there were miles and miles 
of streets without a flower or bit of grass In 
this wilderness of houses, the Garden Society 
has been at work. Window boxes have been 
planted with petunias Tiny lawns have been 
bordered with snapdragons. Waste places 
fiare been turned into gardens, and some of 
these have been given to children, each of 
whom has a tiny plot to keep. Tubs of bulb* 
hare been planted In dinghy comers. It is 
hoped the work will go on till plants grow 
everywhere. If a thousandth part of the in¬ 
terest and enthusiasm shown in the great city 
were to fill the hearts and minds of Victoria 
• children and grown-ups, whwt might we not 
do? With glorious sunshine and almost un¬ 
limited space, it only needs willing hands to 
make Victoria a real Garden City. What not 
a few people have already done could be ac¬ 
complished by many more, till every Mmw* 
would become a beauty spot. Could children 
have a pan In beautifying Memorial Avenue, 
neglected these many years? 

Is there any reason why our schoolhouses 
should not be covered with vines and roses 
and the grounds bordered and protected with 
native shrubs? The lessons learned In the 
school garden would not be the least valuable 
to the country children. 

There are difficulties to be overcome. It Is 
true, but are they so great as faced this society 
In the great city of London?

A Great Builder 

N OVEMBER 15 was the hundredth birthday 
of Andrew Carnegie, the Scotch boy who 
came to America penniless and made a great 
fortune. Perhaps you will read elsewhere 
how that was done. Here, for a little while, 
we shall try to think of how some of It wss 
•pent. 

Carnegie, the millionaire, never forgot the 
poor lad who had no money to spare for the 
books he longed to read, nor the generous 
gentleman who satisfied that hunger Mr. 
Percy Richards told you about that on the first 
page of the 8unday supplement a few weeks ago 
Carnegie determined to make homes for books 
In places where there was no money to build 
libraries. 

In the United Slates. In Scotland. In Can¬ 
ada. fine buildings arose often in poor places 
when the people promised to do their best to 
fill them with books Did Mr. Carnegie think 
of these stone buildings as a symbol of the 
nations that were growing up? Would they 
who knew more than their forefathers be 
better builders? Would the great, the pure, 
the noble thoughts that filled tlie minds of 
great men and were preserved In their writ¬ 
ings help to make people stronger, wiser and 
nobler? He must have believed they would 
In little more than half % century, by his aid 
books are within the reach of the poorest In 
many places, our province among them. 

There are books for eager readers, for weary 
men and women who long for rest, for those 
who love fun. for children big and little, for 
thinkers who long to hold communion with 
those who have gone before. But it Is not 
those who read moat who get the most good. 
A book that is worth reading should be read 
slowly. Many of us are like the child who 
finds a box of aweets or gets Into the Jam 
closet. We read without thinking and our 
mlnds are not nourished: perhaps they are 
hurt as the child's body Is with sweets. 

A good man whom many of your parents 
knew used to urge his young people to get a 
book which he told them about, while there 
was time to read it. 

The longest life is not long enough to en¬ 
able anyone to read all the good and wise 
books that have been written. The librarian 
will help us to choose those beat suited to 
our needs. 

There are bad books, far worse than the 
poison berries sometimes found by children 
* fii the woods. These seldom, perhaps never, 
find their way Into public libraries. 

Each of us can do something to fulfil the 
dream of the builder of libraries. Everyone 
does so who is living a reverent, loving, brave, 
pure and honest life. 

As the stones, cut and shaped and polished, 
fit into a beautiful building, so do such fives 
make a great nation.

Such neglect can only 
result in weak, spindly growth in the Spring, 
and cuttings which are obviously inferior will 
never produce blooms of the highest quality. 
The stools can either be potted or boxed in a 
light, porous compost, but pains must be taken 
to see that any surplus motsture can drain 
away without delay Anything In the nature 
of a rich compost is neither necessary nor 
advisable. All it need be Is sweet and clean.

pose so early In the year, therefore the spe¬ 
cialist and enthusiast are unanlmoua In Insist¬ 
ing that for the beat results the border varie¬ 
ties must be regsrded aa tender subjects and 
wintered under glass. This does not. however, 
imply that they should be coddled In any 
manner; on the contrary, the hardier their 
treatment wtthdut tablng rubs, the better will 
results prove, for It U only auch methods that 
will encourage the production of sturdy young 
growths from which cuttings may be made. 

When to Lift 

M OST growers are well aware of the fact 
that chrysanthemums can safely be left 
outdoors some lltUe time after other border¬ 
line subject* have been Utted and housed tor 
the Winter, but tt 1* never wise to delay the 
Job unduly. Autumn rains may mabe the soil 
excessively wet. and render lifting a dltBcult 
and muddy task, whUe the health of the stools 
will certainly noT be Improved should such 
weather be experienced. ' It Is prudent, there¬ 
fore. If the task has so far been neglected, to 
make a start without delay. 

The okt stems can be cut down to within 
four or six Inches of the ground, and, as soon 
as the roots are lifted, the bulk of the soil 
adhering to them should be shaken free by 
tapping them against the fork. It Is never a 
good plan , to allow any quantity of aott to 
remain on the roots, for. when confined to a 
pot. constant watering Is apt to wash down 
garden soil Into a firm, solid mass.

Tests With Laying Hens 
Show the Value of 
Balanced Rations 


T HE results of ten years* testing work at 
the Missouri Experiment Station show 
that chickens fed on grain alone would pro¬ 
duce on the average only sixty-one eggs per 
year, and it required 13 8 lba. of feed to pro¬ 
duce one doxen eggs. When sufficient addi¬ 
tional protein was added to the ration by 
feeding meat scraps the average production 
Jumped to 117 eggs per hen per year, and It 
required only 7 8 lbs. of feed to produce one 
dosen eggs. When a completely balanced 
ration was fed the average production Jumped 
to around 150 eggs per year. Prof. M. C. 
Herner. of the University of Manitoba, states 
they have had similar results with thetr 
poultry flock. The laying mash that he rec¬ 
ommends for Manitoba Is as follows: 

Barley, crushed or rolled. 150 lba.: oats, 
crushed or rolled. 150 lbs : meat meal '00 per 
cent protein), 00 lba; alfalfa meal. 30 lba : 
oil cake. 8 lbs.; charcoal. 4 lbs; salt. 2 lbs ; 
cod Hver oil. 8 lbs. 

Whole wheat fed as a scratch feed morning 
and night, combined with this dry mash, will 
make a highly efficient ration The hens will 
consume about 1S lba. of .scratch feed to every 

one pound of dry mash when the ration is 
properly balanced. 

Bjrlty for Corn 

-»HE formula aa U now stands Is the result 
three years* experimental work In 
making up rations for laying hens. This work 
has demonstrated that barley is a very satis¬ 
factory substitute for com from ths stand¬ 
point of egg yield and production costs. More¬ 
over. feeding barley in crushed or rolled form 
further improves its feeding value. In addi¬ 
tion. barley soaked in water for twenty-four 
hours or boiled barley with chop added to 
absorb the moisture will make an excellent 
soft mash fed once a day In the Winter time. 

Poultrymen who do not grow thetr own 
grain can buy well-balanced, ready-mixed 
feeds that have given satisfaction. The farmer 
who trows IQs own grain can now buy the 
protein, mineral and vitamin supplements that 
he requires to combine with his home-grown 
grains all ready mixed, and by buying Just one 
supplement containing all the Ingredients it 
saves him the trouble and expense of buying 
a number of ingredients in small quantities. 


mistake to avoid at this stage Is that of plac¬ 
ing them in semi-darkness or where they will 
he affected by heat. Ample light, a cool tem¬ 
perature and all the air available are essential 
to thetr well being and safe keeping. 

All the water required until growth Is re¬ 
started in Spring will be sufficient to keep the 
roots from actually drying out. Excess at any 
time is liable to have disastrous results, but 
it is r* srnted even more if allowed to occur 
while the plants are resting. With the lower 
temperatures prevailing, a very light sprinkling 
every week or so should be amply sufficient In 
the case of greenhouse plants; those in frames 
will require even leas attention, or they will 
derive a certain amount of moisture from the 
air. providing ventilation is reasonably free. 

There is nothing to be gained by making 
too early a^atart with the actual propagation 
of the planta*7orExperience has proved that 
cuttings taken from about the end of January 
up till mid-March Invariably yield the finest 
results. This means that the stools should be 
restarted into growth some time about the 
beginning of January. Oentle heat Is certainly 
a help In starting them, but the thermometer 
must on no sccount be allowed to rise to any¬ 
thing approaching hothouse levels. A genial 
temperature of about forty to forty-five 
degrees and gentle dewing over of the stools 
by means of a syringe or very flne-roeed can 
are usually sufficient to coax them Into fresh 
growth. Planta wintered In a frame must, 
of course, be moved Indoors if a start Is made 
so early In the season, for. until sun heat Is 
appreciable, they will not make much move 
in the frame Use If. 


Spinning and Weaving on 
Farms Increasing 

C ANADIAN graded wools are held In high 
esteem by British manufacturers, and 
of late years some foreign countries have 
show!} considerable Interest In the purchase of 
Canadian wool. In all the provinces of the 
Dominion, however, there are still many sheep 
raisers who do not consign their wool for offi¬ 
cial grading, and much of the wool is used in 
the home. Many woolen mills in the centre of 
sheep-raising localities buy wool direct from 
the producer, and pedlars and local stores bar¬ 
ter wool for groceries and other goods. Wool 
dealers in cities and towns are also large buy¬ 
ers of wool. 

Owing to the low price paid for wool and the 
necessity of farmers to reduce farm expendi¬ 
ture. home spinning and weaving have re¬ 
ceived considerable impetus in late years, and 
It is estimated that every year nearly 5.000:000 
pounds of .wool produced in Canada Is spun 
and woven at home on the farms, particularly 
for Winter wear. , t 

Many Canadian mills are large users of 
Canadian wool, especially those manufacturing 
yarns and articles of wearing apparel such ss 
suits, overcoats, mitts, socks, mackinaws, and 
blankets.

The Garden Week by Week 


I T seems necessary to again emphasise the 
necessity for gardeners to be careful as to 
what they plant in their gardens. The 
reason for calling attention to thia faci is 
that we have Just seen a piece of rockery 
completely t^ken possession of by one of the 
campanulas. This time It is the common 
perslcifoUa. or ordinary herbaceous form. 

But quoting names does not seem to have 
the desire^ effect. We are, therefore, going 
to describe the plants. The. worst offender Is 
Campanula latlfolia, and. as Its name implies, 
it la a tall-growing <Lo three feeti campanula, 
with long, rough leaves and dark blue bells 
attached to the main stems for about one- 
third of their length. The best way to know 
this plant (as likewise all the others) is when 
it appears through the ground a foot or two 
away from the original plant. Soon It will 
appear further off. until eventually It takes 
possession of your garden. 

The other one grows about twelve to elgteen 
Inches and carries a tight ball of dark bells 
at the top of Its flower stems. This pest may 
not give any warning until it shows up a few 
feet away. Rockeries, of course, lend them¬ 
selves to these plants, obtaining a sure foot¬ 
hold. They love to run under the stones and 
come up on the other side or in the crevicea 
Honestly, our readers cannot be too careful 
regarding useless and rampant plants. Sooner 
or later woe Is to the soft-hearted that 
accepted a present of one of these fiends. Do 
without rather than ruin your garden We 
do speak from experience, having had the job 
oc trying to eradicate them. ......

T7i# beginner's garden is 
alwaya planted with it.'simply because a neigh¬ 
bor was glad to get rid of some of it by giv¬ 
ing it away. It is a wonder enemies are not 
made of such donors. We would not have the 
heart to give It to our worst enemy. 

Gardeners should take note of the fact that 
any planta or shrubs that increase rapidly 
from underground runners, when planted in 
s rockery. Increase far more repldly owing to 
finding a congenial spot under the stones 
where the soil is always moist. 

There is a Hypericum, or 8t. John's Wort, 
which is a real ram per Hypericum moserl- 
anum is the name it used to be sold under, 
but we do not think that la its correct name. 
At all events, beware of one which increase! 
rapidly by underground runners. Both the 
periwinkles, the variegated more so than the 
green variety, are fiends if planted among 
rocks. These can hardly ever be got rid of. 
The great trouble is. we know, people want to 
cover an eyesore or hide some out-of-the-way 
spot, and they are only too willing to grab 
at something that costs nothing Invariably 
out the plants have to come. The first time 
our friends decide to do over the garden, up 
pops all sorts of these garden pests, which 
have by now overrun their allotted space. 

Ivy It Dangerous 

J U8T as sure as Ivy la planted, then sooner 
or later repentance comes. Why. when 
there are so many plants or shrubs avail¬ 
able <and they do not cost anything like what 
It eostt> to get rid of the culprits are they not 
used? It does not coat anything to obtain 
the advice of a gardener that knows his 
botany. The wise one. therefore, would con¬ 
sult before planting. 

When we aay plants or shrubs available, we 
allude to those that spread from a main stem, 
such as creeping cot on rasters, which both trail 
down or can be made to push up a bank or 
wall. The amateur garden owner would never 
forgive a professional gardener If he were to 
plant any of these aforementioned weeds in 
his or her garden. Why do it onself? It is 
strictly from a sense of despair whereof we 
write. We appreciate the difference between 
a well-planted garden and the garden that 
becomes or is full of this and that weed that 
has been given by friends. • 

Now let us turn to the brighter side of 
things by discussing the harm, if any. accom¬ 
plished by our early cold spell. We. of course, 
all lost our late crop of ‘'mums.'* and were 
they not extra fine this year? Geraniums were 
cut down peremptorily. In fact, we have not 
much left to gloat over Victoria is used to 
having both these flowers out practically up 
to Christmas 

We do not believe our Oeneral McArthur 
roae will be out at Christmas this year, as it 
has never failed to be heretofore We can 
only console ourselves by visiting the berried 
or fruiting shrubs and tress.

ARLEY is supposed to be a native of 
Western Asia, where wild forms still 
exist. Some botanists claim that the 
original type from which all our cultivated 
varieties have been produced is Hordeum 
Spontaneum. a wild, two-rowed form found on 
the barren hillsides of Palestine. Others be¬ 
lieve thst there was a wild six-rowed form, 
as all of the ancient Inscriptions are of the 
six-rowed and not of the two-rowed tyfce 
Barley was cultivated by the people of West¬ 
ern Asia nearly 2.000 years before the Chris¬ 
tian era. Pliny makes the statement that 
barley was among the first cereals cultivated 
for food. TTiis grain Is mentioned by early 
w'rltert wWftit. ind t«"hlgh esteem 111 which 
it was held is shown by the fact that Egyptian 
coins estimated to be several thousand years 
old bear figures of barley heads. Specimens 
of this grain taken from Egyptian tombs, esti¬ 
mated to be over 3,000 years old, are in the 
British Museum; representations of barley are 
also found on these tombs.. 

As a* crop, barley is mentioned in Exodus 
lx, 31, and in other books of the Bible, and 
from all indications the greater portion of 
the grain in Biblical times wal barley. It was 
evidently among the chief food-producing 
plants of the Jewish race and of the surround¬ 
ing nations 

For Food and Drink 

F ROM Western Asia barley was early intro¬ 
duced into Southern Europe and gradually 
spread northward. Its cultivation in early 
times is shown by the finding of charred grains 
in the homes of the prehistoric people of Eu¬ 
rope. Ancient historians, including Pliny and 
Theophrastus, refer* to the value of this grain 
for both food and drink. The armies of Eu¬ 
rope in early times largely subsisted on barley. 
After the introduction of wheat and rye. these 
grains gradually replaced barley for human 
food, especially in Europe, but It is still so used 
in portions of Western Asia. 

Barley was cultivated by the colonists of 
Massachusetts and Virginia early In the seven¬ 
teenth century. In the latter part of the 
same century considerable barley was grown 
in Rhode Island and by the Dutch in New York. 
With the movement of colonisation westward 
along the Great Lakes and down the Ohio 
River the crop was carried into new areas and 
soon became extensively cultivated. Its spread 
has continued until at pre s e n t barley is grown 
to some extent across Canada and much of the 
United States. 

Barley requires a richer and more porous 
soil than wheat. It does best on well- 


drained loam soils, though the volcanic soils of 
the Northwest also give good results This 
crop can be produced on sandy loam, but on 
this type of soil it is more susceptible to un¬ 
favorable climatic conditions than on silt or 
day loam In any case the soil should contain 
considerable humus and be in good physical 
condition. 

Well-drained, well-fertilised. gravelly clay 
soils have in some instances given good results 
in barley production. Loose, sandy soils, while 
easily prepared, are often deficient in plant 
food, while their inability to retain moisture 
m ak es them of doubtful value for the produc¬ 
tion of this crop. Though the mouture-re¬ 
taining capacity may be largely increased by 
the Aiabia or .enern o*qitf^«i(M 4 • 

result* will not be as satisfactory as thore ob¬ 
tained on fertile loams. The greater ability of 
the loam to retain moisture Insures better and 
more uniform germination during periods of 
drought an important factor in the success of 
the crop. 

Barley should be grown In a rotation and the 
soil prepared as for other cereal crops. When 
com Is one of the crops, a good rotation Is 
com. on land that the previous year had been 
In hay or pasture, and barley to follow com. 
at which time the land should be seeded to 
clover and the grasses, and the resulting crop 
cut for hay followed by pasture If pasture is 
Indicated In the rotation.

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His High Feeding Value 

HEN one considers the relative com¬ 
position of com. oats and barley, and 
by reference to numerous feeding tool*, barley 
ranks as about equal in value to corn as a 
feed for farm animals. Oats by comparison 
Bfit Htw In carbohydrates and high W AW* 
This latter fact Is due to the presence of the 
hull of the oat grain. Prom the standpoint of 
feed for maintenance or for fattening pur¬ 
poses, barley possesses a merit not found in 
the oat grain In the United States barley 
produces more pounds of grain to the acr* 
than any of the other Important cereals ex¬ 
cept com. On an average yield for forty years 
reported on in the United State* one may ex¬ 
pect about as follows: Where 1.405 bushel* of 
com Is harvested. 1.115 bushels of barley may 
be expected. 874 bushels of oats, 758 bushels 
of wheat and 477 bushels of rye. Why is barley 
not more popular? 

Many varieties of barley have been grown 
at the Experimental Station. Some are not 
Winter hardy on Vancouver Island; others are 
subject to disease. One of the best ylelders, 
most hardy and disease resistant is Trebl.

Treatment of Common 
Colds Among Poultry 

I N the Pall and early Winter extra precau¬ 
tionary measures are necessary to prevent 
the occurrence of colds In the poultry flock. 
Crowded conditions in the houses, lack of 
ventilation, dampness, dirty quarters, draughts, 
and sudden changes in temperature are the 
most common causes of this ailment The 
common cold causes losses In the flock by In¬ 
terrupting egK production, and by pre¬ 
disposing the birds to more serious diseases 
that result in death. 

The common cause of colds as mentioned 
should be avoided as much as possible. Occa¬ 
sionally individual birds will contract colds in 
the Autumn on account of being exposed or on 
account of low resistance. Such isolated rases 
may go unnotloed by the attendant. The 
spreading of colds by such individuals through 
the medium of the drinking vessel la reduced 
through the uae of a mild disinfectant in the 
water. A few grains of potassium perman¬ 
ganate. sufficient to color the drinking dater a 
deep purpfc is usually used for this purpose. 
How to Treat 

A PEN of birds that becomes affected with 
colds first should be given a mild physic 
of half a pound of Epsom salts per hundred 
birds, repeated in five or six days If required. 
A 10 per cent solution of argyrol has been 
found a most effective antiseptic agent In 
treating colds In poultry. By the um of a 
medicine dropper, a drop of this solution is 
placed in each eye. each nostril, and in the 
cleft in the roof of the mouth. As much 
ventilation as the outside temperature will 
permit should be provided, and the contact 
of affected birds with healthy Ibrds avoided as 
much as possible. Soft feeds, such as dry and 
wet mashes, are largely employed for the 
affected birds. 

As with all other diseases, prevention rather 
than treatment should be the main objective. 
The extra attention required in safeguarding 
the flock from the common cold will accom¬ 
plish much in avoiding the diseases that fol¬ 
low In its wake. 


How to Feed Potatoes to 
Stock With Safety 

D IGESTIBLE nutrient* In potatoes com¬ 
pare closely with those In well-matured 
com silage when fed to livestock. Since pota¬ 
toes are low in protein, they should be supple¬ 
mented in the ration with cottonseed cake or 
linseed oil cake. Because raw potatoes Increase 
the flow of digestive Juices, they should be 
gradually Introduced Into the ration, and if a 
change is to be made they should be taken 
away by degrees. 

8prouts should be removed before feeding, 
because they contain a poisonous material, 
aolanln. It is safer to feed cut potatoes rather 
than whole ones. 

In fattening rations containing grain, a 
legume hay and some protein concentrate, eight 
to twenty pound* of raw potatoes, may be fed 
daily to calves, twelve to thirty pounds to year¬ 
lings. and fifteen to forty pounds to two-year- 
olds. Sheep may be fed up to two and one-half 
pounds of raw potatoes daily per 100 pounds 
of live weight, while fattening lambs may con¬ 
sume as high as tour pounds per 100 pounds of 
live weight. 

Feeding to Hogs 

H OO rations should not contain more than 
‘ four pounds of potatoes to. one pound of 
concentrate For pigs, raw potatoes are worth 
only two-thirds as much as oooked potatoes. 

Raw potatoes fed to dairy cows at the rate of 
twenty-five to thirty-five pounds per head 
dally actually have Increased milk production, 
but larger amounts will taint milk, causa a aalvy 
butter and may cause indigestion and bloating. 
Horses should not be fed more than ten to four¬ 
teen pounds per head-daily. 

FTocen potatoes should not be fed, because 
when they thaw, starches and sugar In them 
break down and fermentation begins which 
makes them unsafe for feeding.

Roderick Flnlayson. Hudson s Bay Cdr 
factor at Fort Victoria, states in the < 
log book of the fort that he visited Esqi 
Bay August 4. 1847, to examine a strei 
fresh water reported by the Indians. He 
it adapted to mill purposes. 

Nothing Is 

October }7 of that year, when one McKay, and 
an Indian, explored the route of a proposed 
road from the fort to the mill site. 

One hundred and five logs were prepared 
for the mill by January 8. 1848, and on Janu¬ 
ary 12 it was found necessary to bridge the 
Gorge.

a belt of wood this side of the rapid ( Oorge*»- 
Five logs were squared and put across for a 
road leading to the mill site. The bridge has 
a sawn plank top and a rail on each aide.” 

Mill Is Completed 

I N a brief entry, the log says that oxen wen 
employed to. haul out timbers to build the 
mill. Another Item, on April 1 says: "We 
struck out a c ro ss the valley behind the mitt 
moi^tain until we came to the borders of a 
large lake, which we concluded the stream of 
water that empty into Esquimau Lagoon had 
their source." 

The mill was completed in Apnl. and ap¬ 
parently there was a lack of water to turn the 
machinery. Says the'diary: "It is our inten¬ 
tion to stop one of the outlets from the lake 
and collect the whole body of water that runs 
from It into one channel. The sawmill is 
completed and there is no water to work it at 
present, the stream having dwindled to a very 
small rivulet. There is no prospect of a suf¬ 
ficient supply of water until the rslny season 
tets In." 

Rain eventually came to swell the stream 
Into a swirling torrent. On November 24 the 
first lumber was sawn and used to floor a barn, 
thirty feet square, on North Dairy Farm 
Mr. Fenton, who superintended the building 
of the mill, left for the California mines on 
April 24. 1840. On April 27 a shipment of 
fc 288 board feet of lumber was sent to Langley. 

Fame of the tiny mill spread, and on October 
15 the United 8tales brig Colony loaded 4.270 
feet of lumber for California. It brought S80 
per thousand feet. This was believed the first 
lumber shipped from British Columbia to the 
United 8tat«. 

Grist Mill Machinery 

L ITTLE is heard of the mill until March 24. 

I860, when the sailing ship Norman Mor¬ 
rison arrived from England with machinery to 
build a grist mill, and Otis Parsons, a mill¬ 
wright. replaced PVntcn. He gave the irme 
"Parsons Bridge." 

Later on the sawmill and the grist mill, 
which was built below the sawmill, were moved 
to the Puget Sound Agricultural Company's 
farm near the present Gralgflower Bridge. 
They were operated by a small stream which 
flowed into the Gorge. 

What became of the sawmill is not dis¬ 
closed. The grist mill and the bakeshop on 
Craig flower Farm were Eventually sold to Ken¬ 
neth McKeniie for 8200. Several of the old 
farm buildings arc still standing. 

The few remains of the sawmill are at pres¬ 
ent on the farm occupied by Pollock Brothers, 
on the Island Highway, near Coiwood. There 
are a number of wrought iron rods, set Into 
the rocks with lead, which served to hold the 
mill timbers down. The last piece of timber 
was washed away during a Spring freshet in 
1921. 

Originally ftiUt over the Mill Stream, the 
sawmill was in a sylvan dell, surrounded by

Only Few Traces Left 

B ELOW the sawmill, at a point where salt 
w ater mixes with the stream at high tide, 
the grist mill was erected. The pit used for 
curing oatmeal is still there, with an alder tree 
growing through its centre. 

Remains of an old stone and wood bridge 
across the stream may still be seen. On the 
other wde of the water there are several In¬ 
dian graves, with stones piled on top. perhaps 
placed there to keep wolves off. 

When Nell and Malcolm Pollock started 
work on their large greenhouse on the spot in 
1921. a workman dug up an ancient double- 
barreled muzzle-loading shotgun of a type In 
use between 1835 and 1850. The gun was little 
more than rusty iron, and through a mistaken 
order it was thrown in with other scrap metal 
to reinforce the greenhouse concrete founda¬ 
tions. 

Neil Pollock possesses an old ' Third Book of 
Reading Lessons, Authorized by the Council 
of public Instruction for Ontario.” It was 
compiled In 1867 and contains a story, copied 
from Leisure Hour, which fits the present site 
of the greenhouses. The tale deals with a 
huntsman la.t in the woods near Esquimau 
Harbor and overtaken by a forest fire. Oddly 
enough tire man threw down his double-bar¬ 
reled. muzzle-loading shotgun, which Is 
thought to be the same one unearthed on the 
site of the greenhouses. 

The story is believed to be authentic, and 
occurred about ninety years ago., before the 
sawmill was built. The account follows:

ture. tempted me to set out alone, thereby 
hoping to have a better chance of securing a 
deer than if accompanied by a comrade. 

"I started for- a small stream running into 
Esquimau Harbor where the Indians had in¬ 
formed me the animals came at daybreak to 
drink. I soon found myself following a trail, 
which I believed, led to the desired-spot . - I 
gradually became doubtful, as the ground be¬ 
gan to rise and the trail grew less distinct as I 
advanced. 

"The grand trunks of pine trees towering 
far above the rest of tire forest, and the thick, 
dark foliage they supported, impressed my 
mind with that indescribable feeling of awe 
which we experience in the silent desert or the 
perfect calm at sea. 

"I had seen no traces of deer, and the only 
sounds which had met my ear were the sharp 
tapping of large woodpeckers and the flapping 
wings of pigeons. Stems of the trees were 
blackened by the action of fire. In many 
cases some giant trunk, felled by Wintry gales, 
lay across my path. 

"I tolled onward, but without finding the 
S tream I was in search of. The sun was high

successful. The trail I had followed appeared 
to be growing less distinct and branched off in 
several directions.

Those who have studied this story in Mr.

A letter sent to all subscribers told them 
that when they see anything which seems to 
demand urgent police action, not to go and 
look for a policeman on his beat, nor to get In 
tourh with the local police station, but to 
telephone direct to Scotland Yard 'Whitehall 
1212' and to ask for "Information Room." 

The citizens of London are thus linked up 
with the mobile police force, Scotland Yard's 
wandering hand—a radio patrol that moves 
ccacelevly over the face of London, ready to 
dose on criminals almost before they have 
started to make a getaway. 

The information room Is the department 
that is linked by radio with all the touring 
police cars. Within two minutes of receiving 
a telephone call from a member of the public 
every one of those cars can be told Just what 
ha* declined, and the nearest cars can be al¬ 
ready on their way to the so^ne.

S INCE it was established a lew months ago

How Nam* Originated 

P ROBABLY as well known as any police or¬ 
ganization in the world is Scotland Yari 
of London. Feared by criminals on the Brit¬ 
ish Isles and the Continent because of its ef¬ 
fectiveness in maintaining law and order. 
Scotland Yard also has been involved In nu¬ 
merous detective stories, both real and fiction- 
aL Scotland Yard really as a group of build¬ 
ings surrounded by a courtyard. The name is 
derived from an old palace which stood in 
London in the time of Henry II. This palace 
was used by Scottish kings whenever they 
visited London, and so. when the London 
police took over the building for their head¬ 
quarters, It became known as Scotland Yard. 
The police headquarters were moved in 1800 to 
a new site on the Thames Embankment, but 
the name stayed with the police. The new 
location became known as the New Scotland 
Yard.

I N these hurry-scurry days there Is nothing 
so essential to the busy man as some kind 
of hobby that will take his mind from the 
rare* and worries of business, and. in my 
opinion, there is no hobby which attains that 
end so well as does Astronomy. 

When you reach out into the abysmal depths 
of space, and deal with a universe of incon¬ 
ceivable size. It opens up a new sphere so re¬ 
plete with Interest as to make one forget such 
insignificant things as human affairs. 

Astronomy, fortunately. Is not an expensive 
hobby; a small or moderately sized telescope 
U the only outlay—the stars are free to all. 

Second-hand telescopes—both refractors and 
reflectors—can be bought quite cheaply, or. if 
one Is of a mechanical turn of mind, the mak- 
. Ing of a reflector is a fairly simple and inter¬ 
esting job of work. 

Having acquired our telescope, what shall 
we look at? 

Moon Craters 

W ELL, there is plenty from which to 
choose. We could first examine our 
nearest neighbor in apace—the moon. This 
small world—it is only a little over 2.000 miles 
in diameter—takes twenty-nine‘days to travel 
round the earth once—at an average distance 
of 239JOOQ miles. 

And what does it look like through a tele¬ 
scope? 


In addition, there are ranges of high moun¬ 
tains. numerous cracks or fissures, and many 
other interesting features, all of which provide 
an endless subject far study with even a small 
telescope. It is Interesting, too. to notice the 
moon's passage round the earth, which ran 
be easily detected by watching the moon pass 
in front of the stars. 

These "occultations" are of value In proving 
that the moon has no appreciable atmosphere, 
for as we watch the moon’s limb creep up to 
the star we are surprised to notice that the 
star vanishes suddenly. If the moon had an 
atmosphere of any density the light from the 
star would diminish gradually at we viewed 
it through the moon's atmosphere. 

Meet Venus 

T IM IN Q these occultations is also a useful 
piece of work lor an amateur, as they 
are of great value in determining the path of 
the moon round the earth. 

Reaching farther out into tpweet we can 
examine, in turn, the other world* that make 
up the solar system. We can see the phases 
of Venus and Mercury as they revolve round 
the sun between the earth and our luminary, 
for both present those phases which art a 
familiar aspect of Use moon.

Ringed Saturn 

S ATURN, still farther away, while present¬ 
ing no detail, has it* marvelous system of 
rings to show—in itself well repaying the cost 
of a telescope. 

Observation of Uranus Neptune and Pluto 
needs a large telescope, but there are many 
other objects within reach of the small instru¬ 
ment. 

You can see beautiful pairs of suns, of dif¬ 
ferent colours, called ‘ double stars'; some of 
the nebulae—which are enormous clouds of 
luminous gas of a size beyond conception; 
swarms of suns an close together, forming 
loose and globular clusters; suns whose light 
varies from day to day—called "variable stars." 

All these wonderful sights of the sky are 
"there for the looking at" by anyone poserss- 
ing even a small telescope. 

Apart from the actual observing with a 
telescope, there are other interesting oppor¬ 
tunities for the amateur astronomer. The 
constellations and their relative positions moot 
be learned, and also the names of the brighter

They 
were held in January. 1335, 1906. 
1910: February. 1174; March. 1157; 
April, 1830; May. 1369. 1939; June. 
1341; July. 1337. 1347. 1363. 1335. 
1836. 1893. 1895; October. 1900. 1934, 
1931; November. 1363. 1836, 1933; 
December, 1833. 1810. 1313, 1933. 

At first sight It seems remarkable 
that of all months tn the year July 
should head the Hat with seven, 
with December—even as a runner- 
up—counting only four, November 
counting three, and the rest com¬ 
paratively nowhere. 

Nowadays, when people of all 
classes travel more or leas widely 
in the Bummer months, July would 
be a mighty dangerous time to 
choose; the electorate would be 
widely scattered and would very 
unwillingly break up a holiday or be 
bothered about politics or politi¬ 
cians. But forty years kgo, In 1395. 
when the last July election was held, 
relatively few people, and those 
mainly of the well-to-do 
took their vacation* 
home. The masses Just stayed put. 

A BIG DIFFERENCE 

And there la another difference 
between the elections of today and 
those of the early years of the cen¬ 
tury before this. Today every can¬ 
didate has to keep continually In 
mind the activities of auditors and 
the provisions of Corrupt Practices 
Act and the terrors of petitions to 
unseat him If he or his agent are 
too free with their money. Not so 
their predecessors of before the Re¬ 
form Acts of the thirties of last 
century. Take a look at this ex¬ 
pense account of an election agent 
before those acts came Into opera¬ 
tion; 

To eatfng sixteen freeholders 
above stairs for Sir John, at 3s 3d 
per head. <3 12s 3d; to eating eleven 
more below stairs, and two clergy¬ 
men after supper. Cl 5a; to aix beds 
In one room and four In another 
at 2 guineas every bed. three or 
four In a bed every night. £33 15s 
to beer, porter and punch for the 
first day and night (as near as I 
can guess*. C9 13s 6d; to shaving, 
dressing and cropping the heads of 
forty-two freeholders for Sir John 
at 13d each, £2 5s 6d 

Eating." I presume. Is to be read 
as meaning “entertaining”—what 
the last Item for cropping the heads 
of the freeholder* may cover. 
I haven't the least Idea. 

Anyhow, Sir John does not seem 
to have overdone It In the matter 
of drink. Many contemporary ac¬ 
counts showed hundreds of pounds 
for such refreshment. 

A FAMOUS CLOCK 

At the extreme western end of 
Fleet Street—say a hundred yards 
from where this Is written—stands 
the church of 8t. Dunstans-ln-the- 
West. The original church <the 
present one succeeded it a hundred 
years ago) Just escaped, by not 
many yards, the flames of the 
Orest Fire of London of 1666. and 
in thanksgiving for that salvation 
a certain Thomas Harry* In 1371 
Installed a clock which has since 
become a landmark of London. The 
clock Itself projected over the street 
on a beam from the church tower, 
while in a sort of alcove in the 
church wall two figures of 
naked savages struck the hquro and 
quarters upon bells suspended there. 

Frfom that day until 1830 every 
famous man In our history who ever 
passed down Fleet Street knew that 
clock and its figure*. 

Then for some reason they passed 
Into the possession of the Marquis 
of Hertford, who re-erected them 
on his house. 8t. Dunstans In the 
Regent’s Park, a house since known 
throughout the Empire as a train' 
ing centre for men blinded In the 
war. 

And now, tn the changes and 
rhances of time, the old clock still 
slung on Its original oaken beam 
and Its figures have been replaced 
on the church, and the savages 
henceforth will continue to 
out the time on the same bells and 
with the same clubs as they have 
done since 1671 In the days of the 
Merrie Monarch.

Although it has long been known as the home of polite 
:omedy or domestic drama, the theatre was built by an opera 
singer, John Braham, described by Sir Walter Scott as “a beast 
of an actor but an angel of a singer," and for its first twenty- 
five years was known as a musical house. 

John Braham. a tenor, sang at 
Covent Oarden. and In his contract 
was a clause that his wile should be 
allotted a ground tier box on the 
nights when he was singing. She 
was a large lady and disliked climb¬ 
ing stairs, but, on a certain night, 

Braham'* box had been sold to a 
Duchess, and Mrs. Braham. having 
to climb to an upper box, broke an 
ankle In doing so. Her husband In 
an access of rage, tenderness and 
gallantry, exclaimed. “Never mind, 
my dear, you shall have a theatre 
of your own" Braham spent 
$130,000 on building the St. James's 
and loat 6100,000 in his first three 
years there.

Engineers Invent 
to Improve All 


Motor Car Brakes 

BIRMINGHAM iBUP).—'Two en- 
glneers of the tramways and omni¬ 
bus department of the Birmingham 
Corporation. C. E. T. Rowland and 
H. Parker, have patented a device 
which makes It unnecessary to ad¬ 
just automobile brakes manually 
throughout the life of the brake 
linings. 

This may mean anything from 
30.000 to 60.000 miles. 

The inventors hwe fitted the de¬ 
vice to the city’s omnibus fleet and 
claim that 150 omnibuses have cov¬ 
ered In the aggregate approximately 
2.026000 miles without any adjust 
menta to the brakes, either hand or 
foot operated. One double-decker 
has had 45.000 miles continuous and 
heavy service. 

SECRET OF DEVICE 

The secret of the device is an ad¬ 
justing mechanism built Into the 
nose of the brake shoe. It consists 
of a sliding wearing piece, which Is 
extended by a worm reduction gear 
automatically operated by a rack 
and wheel. 

It maintains a constant clearance 
and will automatically adjust wear 
In the linings of so small a degree 
as .00003 inch. 

It la claimed that the driver of 
any car urlng this type of brake 
would be able to drive without pay¬ 
ing any attention to adjustments 
until the actual linings of the brakes 
were worn away.

LONDON (BUP) —Results of a 
re ma rk a ble aeries of stratosphere 
experiments, carried out by sending 
small balloon* high above London, 
were described by Dr. K. Oluckauf. 
of the Im pe r ial College of Science 
and Technology, in an interview 
recently. 

He and Professor F A. Paneth are 
making the teat* In co-operation 
with 81r George 8impson. director 
of the Meteorological Office, and 
have fitted the balloons with a new 
type of apparatus for measuring the 
air. 

REGION DEFINED 

. As a result of the experiments 
scientist* aay they have been able to 
define for th# first lime whal is de¬ 
scribed as a region of absolute still¬ 
ness In the stratosphere undisturbed 
by winds. 

Analysis of the samples of air ob¬ 
tained at these great altitude* may 
throw new light on the conditions 
which cause changes In the world's 
weather. 

Th* balloons, which are being 
sent up from the upper air section 
of Kew observatory, are about five 
feet In diameter and are filled with 
hydrogen. As soon as they reach a 
certain height in the stratosphere 
they burst

Records 
show that no air-measuring ap¬ 
paratus ha* been cgnt up to this 
height before.
